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a. "Things were not too good a month ago, but now law and order has been 
established and I have no doubt it will be maintained. I have declared 
the Communists an unlawful association and will maintain the strongest 
possible pressure for as long as necessary. 


b. "My main trouble is that the Communists here get their inspiration and 
encouragement from India, specially Calcutta, where I cannot touch them. 
The Indian Government seems to be content to canalize thelr Communists 
towards us. However, I am in good heart and will see this thing through." 
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
